The Six th regiment sp ent its first 
three months in West Virginia, after 
which it was reorganized for a longer 
service and it then took p art in the 
siege fo Corinth, the Murfeesboro 
and Chattanooga camp aigns, and the 
camp aign against Atlanta. 
The Twelfth was stationed along 
the Potomac for a time, and then saw 
service in the Shenandoah Valley , 
was in the thick of the fight against 
Kirby Smith, p ursued Bragg, served 
in the camp aign against Atlanta and 
took p art in Sherman’s famous march 
to the sea. 
The Seventeenth saw its first ser­ 
vice in West Virginia and was then 
in the siege of Corinth. 
Later it 
chased Bragg, took p art in the Rose- 
crans camp aign, was before Atlanta, 
and help ed in the p ursuit of Hood. 
The Twenty -second saw its first 
fighting in Missouri and Arkansas and 
was kep t in the South during most of 
its service. The men of this regiment 
took p art in the march to the sea, and 
after that fought in Mississip p i and 
T ennessee. 
The Twenty -fifth began its op era- 
ations in Missouri and was nex t 
heard of in Tennessee. 
It took p art 
in the siege of Corinth, was in the 
Atlanta camp aign, arid was one of the 
regiments that marched to the sea. 
It was in Mary land that the Twenty 
seventh saw its first fighting. 
After 
that it fought along the Rap p ahan­ 
nock and was on duty in Pennsy lvan­ 
ia. 
The same regiment fought in 
Tennessee and was at the Atlanta 
camp aign. 
The Six ty -seventh 
was 
the 
first 
outside regiment to enter Kentucky 
after it was mustered into service. It 
saw service in the battle of 
V i c k s ­ 
burg, was in the Red River camp aign, 
fought before Mobile, an<L wound up 
its work toward the close of the war 
in Tex as. 
The Eighty -second’s first fighting 
was in Kentucky , and later it m arch­ 
ed to Tennessee. 
It p ursued Bragg 
and later assisted in the p ursuit of 
Hood. 
This regiment took p art in 
the battle of Chattanooga, the siege 
of Atlanta and marched with Sher­ 
man to the sea. 
The Ninety -third was in the battle 
of Vicksburg, p ursued 
Price 
and 
Hood, took p art in the camp aign 
against Mobile, and then fought in 
other sections of Alabama. 
Nearly all of the One Hundred and 
Forty -fifth’s service 
was 
seen 
in 
Georgia.

Many of the p eop le of Scottsburg 
believe that the interurban line from 
that p lace to Madison is now assured 
and that the work on the road will be 
p ushed rap idly . 
It seems, however, 
that t he construction work has been 
delay ed somewhat as the p romoters 
announced some time ago that they 
would have the road well under way 
by this time. 
On June 18 a few men 
with p icks and shovels were p ut to 
work in Scott county , but is was be­ 
lieved that this was merely to save 
the subsidy which could not be collec­ 
ted unless the actual work on the m ad 
was begun by that time. 
The work­ 
men were emp loy ed only a few day s. 
Many of the p eop le at Madison do not 
feel so confident over the road, and 
declare that they do not think that 
the line will ever be built. 
One man who has given the interur­ 
ban question much attention said last 
week that he did not believe that the 
Scottsburg-Madison line would ever 
be built. 
He had great faith in the 
p rop osed 
road 
from 
Sey mour 
to 
North Vernon and was of the op inion 
that two roads so near together would 
not be constructed. 
Regarding the construction of the 
road the Scottsburg Journal has the 
following article which seems to ex ­ 
p ress a doubt about tlie comp letion of 
the line: 
The hop es of Scottsburg and Scott 
county p eop le in the Madison-Scotts- 
burg interurban was revived Friday 
morning when the well known figure 
and genial face of Col. John 
E. Gree­ 
ley was seen on the streets. 
The p eop le have absolute faith in 
him and Mr. Tennis, and there has 
never been a time since the subsidy 
for the Madison-Scottsburg line was 
voted, on Aug. 9 , 19 09 , that the p eop le 
here have had the least resentment 
against these men because the road 
was not built as originally p romised. 
The p eop le here knew the p romise 
had been made in good faith and that 
they were bending every energy and 
resource to make good. 
The intention was, of course, to 
have the road well under way by this 
time, but what seemed almost insur­ 
mountable obstacles in a financial 
way , p revented the consumation of 
their p lans. 
On June 18 work was begun in a 
small way in Madison township and is 
still going on. 
Col. Greeley went from here to Lex ­ 
ington and secured some right of way 
and made arrangements to have the 
work done. He has also secured some 
right of way in Vienna township and 


the right of way between here and 
Lex ington. 
While work has only been started 
in a small way , and it will of necessity 
be quite a good while before a large 
force is at work, if it is ever begun. 
The financial p art of the m atter has 
not been fully arranged, but Mr. Ten­ 
nis informs us that things are look­ 
ing better for the ultimate building of 
the road, than since last October.

J. Gallagher, a discharged do ck hand, 
o n the deck o f the Kaiser Wilhelm at 
10 o ’clo ck o n Tu esday mo rning, hav e 
no ted no thing bu t im pro v em ent in ins 
co nditio n. 
So fav o rable is his case 
that the su rgeo ns hav e decided no t to 
attem pt an o peratio n fo r the remo v al 
o f the split bu llet that has lo dged in 
the m ay o r’s neck . 
Thro u gh Ro bert Adamso n, the may ­ 
o r’s 'secretary , the specialists gav e to 
the new spaper men an u no fficial v iew 
o f the present statu s o f the m ay o r’s 
case and the plan o f pro cedu re which 
has been ado pted by the su rgeo ns, 
predicated as it is u po n the co ntinu ed 
fav o rable pro gress o f the patient. 
“We hav e ascertained that the bu l­ 
let fragm ents do no t lie am o ng any o f 
the m ajo r blo o d v essels,” said the do c­ 
to r’s statem ent. 
"It is no t necessary 
to get it o u t no w while the wo u nd is 
still so re, becau se it wo u ld be a u seless 
irritatio n and it wo u ld tax the m ay o r’s 
strength u nnecessarily . 
Unless co m­ 
plicatio ns arise the remo v al o f th e bu l­ 
let will no t be attem pted fo r the pres­ 
ent.” 
The phy sicians also stated frank ly 
ju st what dangers still had to be gu ard­ 
ed against. 
There are two co ntingen-

first o f these is septicemia, du e to in­ 
fectio n o f the wo u nd—if no trace o f 
this co mplicatio n appears to day the 
do cto rs may reaso nably dism iss the 
fear o f blo o d po iso ning fro m their 
minds. 
The seco nd facto r that wo u ld 
weigh 
heav ily 
against 
the 
m ay o r’s 
chances o f reco v ery , if it sho u ld ap­ 
pear, is the weak ening and break ing 
o f an artery with the co nsequ ent hem ­ 
o rrhage. 
There is a po ssibility that 
o ne o r the o ther sectio ns o f the bu llet 
might hav e grazed an artery , tearing 
the wall slightly , bu t eno u gh to cau se 
a break u nder any strain o f phy sical 
effo rt o f thro u gh the slo u ghing o ff o f 
th e blo o d clo t o v er the abrasu re. This 
ru ptu re o f an artery might o ccu r at 
any tim e witho u t a m inu te’s warning. 
U nder these circu m stances it is gen­ 
erally co nceded by all o f the do cto rs 
attending the m ay o r that to day mu st 
be so m ewhat in the natu re o f a crisis. 
If it passes witho u t any indicatio ns o f 
irritatio n in the wo u nd the do cto rs will 
believ e th a t they hav e May o r Gay no r 
fairly o n the ro ad to reco v ery .

EW YORK Is to have another 
graft investigation, or, rather, 
according to the members of 
the committee who are to con­ 
duct the probe, is to have the first real, 
state wide investigation in her history. 
This sounds promising, lf tile probe 
fest now going forward outdoes the 
life insurance inquiry conducted by 
Charles E. Hughes, the investigation 
which forced the resignation of Sen­ 
ate Lender Jotham P. Allds and the 
quiz into fire insurance yellow dogs 
carried on by Superintenednt William 
H. Hotchkiss, it will deserve well not 
only of the people of New York, but 
of the entire uation. 
The present inquiry is of country 
wide interrat not only because New | 
York is the Empire State, but because I 
it will affect concerns that do a na­ 
tional business—that is, it will do so 
provided it proves a real and not a 
sham investigation. 
The general attitude of the press has 
been that it would be a whitewash 
affair. 
The reasons for this impres­ 
sion are not far to seek. 
In the first place, the New York 
legislature rejected the recommenda­ 
tions 
of Governor 
Hughes 
for a 
sweeping inquiry. 
In the second place, it provided that 
charges could only be made on “knowl

Not only so, 
but he said it would be the first state 
wide graft investigation in the history

cerns or individuals. 
“The Armstrong committee that em­ 
ployed Hughes as its attorney and in­

In doubt as to what it was these gen­ 
tlemen did, the answer is “a-plenty.” 
Several high financiers are living in 
Europe on account of what Hughes 
did, and at least one politician is liviug 
at home who W’ould have preferred 
going to Washington because of what 
Hotchkiss did. 
Mr. Hotchkiss was not born an in­ 
vestigator, but had it thrust upon him. 
He lives in Buffalo, which is about as 
far as one can get from New York 
city and still be in New York state. 
At present be is one of about nine 
Williams that are mentioned for the 
governorship. 
Since trying Hughes 
the people of New’ York have developed 
a strong taste for investigators in the 
governor’s office, aud Hotchkiss fills 
the bill. William A. Prendergast, who 
has also been talked of for governor 
recently, declined permission to use 
his name and w’ent to Colonel Roose­ 
velt with a plea for Hotchkiss. 
Ile 
said the colonel seemed impressed. 
Yet when a flock of correspondents ap­ 
proached the insurance superintendent 
on the matter he acted for all the 
world as though he had never heard 
of the thing before and seemed agree­ 
ably surprised that he had a boom. 


Points In Common With Hughes. 
Mr. Hotchkiss was born iu 1SG4 and 
w’as educate at Hamilton college.

mary reforms and has been a lecturer 
in the Cornell Law school. 
The trails blazed by Hotchkiss will 
necessarily be followed by the legit* 
lative investigating committee.

if there is not a single charge on 
“knowledge” laid before the committee 
the insurance superintendent’s inquiry 
arid the Allds case have indicated 
enough corruption to keep the commit­ 
tee busy for many moons. 
It is not

after exposing Allds. 
The wish of every honest man in the 
state is that the probe may go to the 
bottom, and this is true regardless ol 
party. 
Even though without absolute 
“knowledge" every informed man be­ 
lieves in his heart that there have been 
graft and bribery in Albany for years 
If this committee is in earnest, as its 
members assure us and as we all want 
to believe, it has a golden opportunity 
for public service.

A . Brookins, the youthful pupil of the 
Wrights, who on July 9 climbed to the 
record height of 6.275 feet at Atlantic 
City, then coasted safely to earth with 
his power shut off, crashed to earth 
from a height of about fifty feet during 
th© aviation meet here. 
This is the 
first time since aviation began to draw 
big crowds of onlookers that an aero­ 
plane has tumbled down on the spec­ 
tators. 
Seven 
persons 
besides 
Brookins 
W’ere Injured. 
One fourteen-year-old 
boy named George Burnett, of Spring 
Lake, was crushed beneath the frame­ 
work of the lower part of the main 
planes of the machine and had hi# 
skull fractured and his hip broken. The 
boy probably will die. 
When Brook­ 
ins was found beneath the tangle of 
the plane fabric and splintered frame­ 
work and wires, he lay on the sod of 
the aviation field with his face In a 
pool of blood and his right hand still 
grasping the steering lever. 
He was 
thought to be dead as he was dragged 
out of the wreck. While being carried 
Into the hospital tent, however, the 
aviator began to groan and asked 
weakly. “How did it happen?” 
Brookins has a broken nose, a se­ 
verely lacerated head and face, his 
eyes are closed, and he has general 
bruises about the body. 
The doctors 
do not expect fatal results from his 
fall. 
Brookins says that his fall was 
due to efforts he was making while de­ 
scending to avoid a crowd of specta­ 
tors grouped on the aviation field a 
few feet In front of the north end of 
the uncovered grandstand, which gt 
this point was 
solidly packed with 
spectators. When about fifty feet over 
the heads of the grandstand crowd the 
aeroplane was seen to tip at what 
seemed to be almost an angle of 46 
degrees as the aviator tried to swing 
his machine in a sharp circle between 
the grandstand and the knot of men on 
the field. 
As lf a sharp puff of wind had hit 
the lower surface of the highest edges 
of the main planes, the machine mo­ 
mentarily stood on edge in midair and 
then It headed straight downward and 
crumpled Into a crackling heap of 
wreckage.

for merriment. 
As was ex plained in 
the dispatch, the plan is to form a cor­ 
poration with $1,000,000 capital stock, 
div ided into $5 shares, and when suf­ 
ficient money has been paid in th* 
work of erecting 
the building will 
start. The details will be worked out 
by the ex ecutiv e committee. 
The farmers seem to be v ery much 
in earnest in this scheme. 
The few 
delegates here pledged themselv es to 
take $12.000 worth of stock as soon as 
the books are opened. 
Lecturers of 
national reputation and organizers ol 
wide ex perience will be put into the 
field at once and it is ex pected that as 
fast as a local is organized its mem­ 
bers will subscribe stock, and in that 
way it will not be long until the enter­ 
prise is on its feet. That the stock can 
b e sold and the buildings put up is not 
a q uestion. 
It was demonstrated by 
the farmers of Kentucky and Tennes­ 
see that it can be done. The tobacco 
growers by stock subscriptions built 
great tobacco storerooms at Clarks­ 
v ille, Tenn., had a tobacco ex change 
and made the American Tobacco com­ 
pany (the tobacco trust) come through 
with better prices. The Burley Tobao* 
co Society of Kentucky was organized 
along the same lines and has almost 
$1,000,000 inv ested in property at Lex ­ 
ington, Ky ., and other points.
